Furtheirmore, it was announced 
that the Department of Justice had 
I taken over this commission and its 
full personnel, asking it to be the 
Governmental agency to carry out 
the spirit and letter of the law as 
outlined in the r^ent extension of 
the Lever Act which provide* for 
fine and imprisonment of any onti 
guilty of profiteering in any of the 
essentisis of food, fuel and elothinft 
and the Commissiim has now agreed 
upon an extended program to effect 
an organization throughout the state, 
riealixing that the present high cost 
of living is one of the most disturb- 
ing elements exis^ig in Aiperican 
life today:' 

Since the Commliaion is now un- 
der the direction of the Federal Gov- 
ernment with the stren^h of the 
Department of Justice behind it, any 
one found profiteering in the munr 
tials of life may expect to be sum- 
cessary commodities, and as soon as 
mittee has been organized whose du- 
ty it is to fix a fair price on all ne- 
cesary commodities, and as soon as 
these prices are comaleted, any one 
found chai|;ing a^ higher price will 
be iironiptly proceeded aprainst thru 
the U. S. District Attorney's office. 

However it is absolutely neces- 
sary that the public patriotically do
